another ticket on the ballot. 
A careful reading of the card of in­ 
structions wi; th ink will explain th e 
difficulty. 
A straight party ticket is 
voted by putting a cross in th e circle 
at the head of th e ticket. 
T h ere are 
two ways of marking a split ticket. 
One way is lo leave th e circles blank 
and mark th e squares in front of th e 
names of all th e candidates you wish 
to vote for, no m a tte r on what ticket. 
If more names are marked th a n there 
are candidates to be elected th e bal­ 
lot will not be counted. 
Another method of scratching the 
ballot is to mark a cross in the circle 
at the head of any ticket, and then 
mark a cross in th e s« juaro before the 
name or names of any candidates for 
whom you want to vote on any othe r 
ticket or tickets. 
A ballot so marked 
will be counted for all of th e ca nd i­ 
dates on th e ticket under th e
